on the G& W Chevrolet location; 
and considerable bare land. 

By 1973 there are four 
service stations at the 
intersection, which has now 
become a four-lane, freeway 
overpass at Henderson; United 
California bank, Montgomery 
Ward and the Straw Hat pizza 
parlor are in business; 
construction is underway on a 
new Alpha Beta market, and 
additional construction is ready 
to go in the Porterville Plaza 
Shopping center; a new Masonic 
hall and a new Grand Avenue 
United Methodist church are 
located on Indiana street, which 
has been put through to 
Henderson, and a block beyond; 
more than a hundred new 
dwellings of one kind and 
another’ have been constructed 
in the area covered by the 1965 
photo and more will be built: 
and from the air the tremendous 
development of residential, 
commercial and school property 
west of the freeway is clearly 
visible. 

All of this means the 
Porterville community has 
grown and expanded during the 
past eight years - and it is 
continuing to grow and expand, 
which is commonly known as 
progress. 


But progress is not always a 
total blessing. While Porterville 
has been nioving west, the 
established. downtown. business 
district has been deteriorating in 
some instances and right now 
there are far too many vacant 
buildings on Main street, with 
more vacancies coming up in the 
near future. 

In our opinion this physical 
decline in Porterville’s 
downtown business district is a 
high priority community 
problem. Members of the 
Economic Development 
committee of the Porterville 
chamber of commerce realize 
this; so do city officials. Allan 
Coates, industrial scout for the 


chamber, is continually working 


to interest suitable business 
firms in downtown Porterville, 
but as yet, only luke-warm 
interest. 

One reason - a major reason - 
that Porterville has and is 
moving west is that a number of 
people, with the profit motive in 
mind, have worked in that 
direction. 

What is needed now are 
people, also with the profit 
motive in mind, to go to work 
on downtown Porterville.

BUY, USE BOOZE 


SACRAMENTO — 
Twenty-ninth District 
Assemblyman Robert Nimmo 
has introuduced in the State 
Assembly a -constitutional 
amendment designed to permit 
persons 18 years of age or older | 
to be sold and to possess and 
consume alcoholic beverages. 

If approved by both the 
Assembly and State Senate, the

County Water agency will 
transport water from the 
California Aqueduct to the 
Bakersfield area where 
exchanges of state and federal 
water supplies might be made so 
that. equivalent amounts could 
be diverted upstream in the 
Madera and Friant-Kern canals. 
Water entities would purchase 
water from the U.S. Bureau of 
Reclamation which would 
transport’ CVP water for 
exchange. 

“Enlargement of the planned 
Kern County Water agency canal 
would be necessary if such 
exchanges are to be made. 

“There is an opportunity to 
participate with the Kern 
County Water agency in the 
design and construction of this 
facility to make up to 300,000 
acre feet of water annually for 
20 to 30 years to the East Side 
areas, from Chowchilla south to 
Arvin. 

“This cannot be considered as 
a permanent solution, but only 
an interim solution, which 
would serve to reduce 
groundwater overdrafts. 

‘“‘The U.S. Bureau of 
Reclamation has not completed 
its Environmental Impact study 
on the proposed East Side 
division and although
